Jn such cases expert study not 
only of the bladder itself, but of 
the surrounding tissues, including 
the kidney, must be carried out, 
Ove impertant study can be 
made by using an instrument 
with lights and mirrors called a 
cystoscope. This can be passed 
directly into the bladder so that 
the physician can lovk at the 


bladder wall 


By one means or another it is 
usually possible to identify the 
cause and in many cases to re- 
move it, As a rule cystitis or in- 
flammation of the bladder must 
be looked upon as a symptom 
of something wrong elsewhere 
rather than as a dise:se in itself. 

When such symptoms as those 
mentioned appear they should 
not be neglected, since they fre- 
quently mean that some serious 
condition is present which should 
be promptly diagnosed and treat- 
ed, With modern methods and 
newer treatment, the majority 
ean be brought swiftly under 
control

Policy On Top 


Most experts are of the opin- 
ion that the U.S. voters tended 
to support what might be called 
“the MacArthur policy” in Asia, 
as opposed to that of President 
Truman and Secretary Acheson, 

This could have grave interna- 
tional complications. MacArthar’s 
theatrical trip to Formosa, with 
the carefully-staged photograph 
of him kissing the hand of 
Madame Chiang Kai-Shek, told 
its own story. 

The MacArthur policy calls for 
open military intervention in 
China's internal affairs, to the 
point of holding the Island of 
Formosa by U.S, forces, and re- 
building Chiang’s armies to strike 
back into the Chinese Mainland, 

Britain, Canada, and especially 
India, have pointedly repudiated 
this MacArthur policy. Britain 
does so for many reasons—chief 
of which may be that while Mac- 
Arthur could easily hold For- 
mosa, Britain could not hold 
Hong Kong in the ihen-inevitable 
war, 

The British countries, including 
Canada, would surely support UN 
and U.S.A, if China compels us 
to resist aggression, But they 
would certainly not support Mac- 
Arthur in any “looking for 
trouble policy,” especially if he 
were a political candidate.

The main effect of the Repub- 
lican gains in the U.S, election 

will probably be to tilt the seale 
toward more U.S. intervention in 
Asia and less in Europe, 

For some reason which I could 
never figure out, even the strong- 
est Republican  ex-isolationists 
like Senator Taft, are for an ag- 
gressive, even expansionist U.S, 
policy in Asia. 

In fact, the ex-isolationism of 
many of these Republicans are 
indistinguishable from a 1950 im- 
perialism, Yet, paradoxically, 
these ex - isolationists - gone-near- 
imperialists regarding Asia are 
all for cutting off support to 
Europe,
